Tue issue of the Gazette Bxtraordin- 
ary, dated Oth inst., declaring that the 
Noutrality. Regulations will’ come into 
force at this port on, the 16th inat., 
gives the meéreantile community a de- 
finite basis, ao far og it goes, for a 
fature course of action during the exist- 
ing ‘state of war’ between“China and 
Japan. It is, Perhaps, au open question 
whether o deolaration that ‘reprisals’ 
are in progress differs - very much 
from a declaration. that a ‘state of 
wat' exists. The differentiating condi- 
tions are furnished by the course of 
action likely to be tnken by the bellig- 
ereats, Of course che issue of the 
Neutrality Proclamation in Hongkon 
presupposes that the belligerents have 
gone to war, and ore prosecutieg 
their warlike operations upon -the prin- 
ciples of modora nations, as sot forth in 
international law-buoks and modern 
treaties, But is this eupposition bused 
upon facts so far as we have got them 7 
The belligerents are apprentices in the 
art of war according to modern rules; 
and, indeed, they cannot as yet be re- 
garded as full-grown mambers of the 
comity of nations, inasmuch as their 
jurisdiction. over neutrals ig not 
complete, The Prize Courts which 
may be established must, we pre- 
sume, be mixed tribunals, composed 
of ‘native ond toreign judges; and 50 
fat ag wo are aware, no rules. have 
yet been tramed by which’any question 
could be settled in 2 Chinese or. Japa: 
neso Prize Court other than those 
furnished on behalf of the neutral subject 
whose property is seized. This. consi: 
deration may have some bearing. on the 
reply given in the House of Commons 
by Sir Edward Grey.‘that it wes not 
for the combatants to decide what was 
contraband of war regardless of. the 
rights of noutrals.’ uch interest, 
however, is felt in the question, how 
these young aspirants to the position 
of belligerents under modero rules 
will observe the law of nations, It is 
well known that Japan has been trying 
to take an independent’ place among 
civilised nations for some years back, 
and doubtless her advisers will do all 
in their power to encourage this desire, 
Te may be that her older neighbour of 
Ching will endeavour to rival Japan in 
this attempt; and in such case, the 
consideration of the relations of neutrals 
to belligerents will be materially 
simplified. 

One of the principal questions which 
arises out of the war is the interference 
with legitimate commerce which ma: 
arise. ‘The declaration made, on bebalf 
of China, that the port cf Shanghai will 
be treated a8 a neutral port, looks well 
for the part proposed to be played by 
tho Chinese Government. ko similar 
announcement has been made by Japau 
up to the present time, although it may 
ba inferred that both belligerents must 
entertain 4 mutual desire to deal gently, 
in their own interests, with the trade 
which givesrice to so many of their 
subjects. Although it may not be 
within the power of China cr Japan te 
declare what is contraband ‘ repardless 
of the rights of neutrals,’ it might be 
deemed advisable by both belligerents to 
agree that rice, coal, &c., be declared 
aot to be contraband. Such a decision, 
if formally announced to the neutral 
powers, would greatly simplify the 
relation of the belligerents with the 
various nations engaged in trade,ja the 
Far East; while the effect’ of-such a 
decision would, in our opinion, give no 
undue advantage to either side. The 
continuance of the trade in Japan coal, 
in neutral bottoma would counter- 
balance any odvantoge gained by 
the Chinesa in consequence of the 
frea transit of the rice of commerce in 
nentral vessels, Jndless disputes and 
possible complications with neutral 
powers would thus be avoided, and the 
ordinary tirade of China and Japan 
would be maintained and safeguarded 
by such an agreement 8 we suggest. 

We cannot say whether, thia sug- 
gestion willbe regarded as worthy 
of consideration by the ‘parties im- 
mediately concerned, or whether it 
will bs advanced by ‘the | Repre- 
sentatives of the Powers at’ Peking 
and Tokio, But it must be bornd ‘id 
mind by those concerned: that notice 
must be givan by the belligerents that 
any article that is classéd ‘as: cecasional 
contraband or contraband by imp 
tion or. according to circumstances’ can 
bedealt with as contraband. only. after 
notice hes been. given :that. they. ara 
to be trested as-such,

an emergency. The Chinese acon afterwards 
opened fire and the challenge was at onca 
accopted by the Japanese, whose sbelle coon 
began te tell upon the Chinese ships, Tho 
latter, after a short time, ran up the Japa- 
nese ensign over a white flag, and this boing 
regarded ag a declaration of aurreader, the 
Japanese ships approached within a distance 
of about 300 metres, whereapon the Tying- 
yuen treacherously discharged & torpedo 
against one of the Japanese ships and at 
the same time recommenced firing. The 
Japanese veesels were equal to the occasion. 
They retnraed the fire vigorously. While 
these things were in progress there hove 
ja sight another ship ond o transport, 
both flying the flags of a neutral 
Powor.. Que of the Japanese war-vessels 
instantly advonoed to meet those new 
arrivals, and found that although hoisting 
u foreign flag, the war-vessel belonged to 
the Chinese navy, while the transport had 
Chineso troops on board. These two vessels, 
notwithstanding the bunting they showed, 
fired upon the appronching Japanese ship, 
and a hot engagement began at once. 
Meanwhile, the Z'sing-yuen and tha Kreang-
